Lewis met with his dis- 


trict presidents this morn- 
ing and then allowed a 
spokesman to say that the 
full-dress policy meeting 
scheduled for 3 p. m. would 
again be postponed.

Religion No 'Obstacle' 


It advised its followers to bear

tactic, 


particularly where they are in the 
minority, to try to create a 
"front" consisting of all parties 
on popular issues. They then see 
to it that they are in control of 
key positions in the front from 
which they can direct their cam- 
paign along Moscow-directed lines.

French Invited 


France's Catholic unions were 


Invited to the London anti-Com- 
munist labor conference.

But in the midst of it. filling 


station price wars have broken 
out here and there around the 
country.

cents. 


Prices 'Inched' Down 


Right now the big producers 


and distributors are inching their 
wholesale prices still lower by a 
few tenths of a cent along the 
eastern seaboard and sections of 
the south and midwest. 
' 


Some have cut their prices at 


the retail level. 
The wholesale 


cuts are so new—and the general 
situation is so uncertain—that 
there hasn't been a general move 
yet to pass the savings along to 
the ultimate consumer. 


It all started back with the end 


of gasoline rationing at the close 
of the war. 
Motorists burned up 


the road—and gas—in a light- 
hearted 
release 
from 
wartime 


restrictions. 


Supply kept ahead of demand 


until the summer of 1948, when 
a lot of tanks went dry. But the 
petroleum industry met the chal- 
lenge and produced the shortages 
out of existence. 


Balance Upset 


By the first part of this year 


the balance between production 
of "gasoline and fuel oil was up- 
set. 
In making gas, too much 


fuel oil was produced. The two are 
tied together. 


With an over-supply of home oil 


early this year, the price headed 
down. 
This fall prices rose and 


producers waited for cool and cold 
weather to spur demand. But the

gasoline production. 


The reasoning is that the aver- 


age motorist won't rush out and 
buy more gas if the price is 
lowered only a few tenths of a 
cent. Sharply lower prices might 
stimulate that kind of demand, 
but not a few pennies the motorist 
would save in a week of driving.

Is Public Deaf to Socialism Signals? 


There is no evidence the American people want social- 


ism. Nor is there any convincing sign they believe the coun- 
try is heading that way. 


Indications are numerous that they do not take seriously 


repeated warnings from many quarters that the all-powerful 
state is just around the corner. The recent New York sena- 
torial election, in which big government was the issue, af- 
fords the latest example. 


That election, in the view of seasoned observers, sug- 


gested strongly that there is little political capital in these 
warnings of a rush toward socialism. Earlier this year some 
conservatives in and out of the Republican party seized upon 
the word "statism" to express what they deemed to be the 
philosophy of big government. But now the Gallup poll 
reports that more than two-thirds of the people have no idea 
what the term is supposed to mean. 


The voting majority may or may not be right in choosing 


to ignore the alarms. After all, no one really knows where 
the nation is heading. And that is not a condition peculiar 
to our time, although admittedly trends may be more diffi- 
cult to measure accurately in this confusing age. 


But suppose there is real danger to freedom in the pres- 


ent course of government. How could the peril be made 
understandable to the people? 


They have listened so long and so often to cries of doom 


that their resistance is high. Terms like "socialism," "regi- 
mentation." "dictatorship," "big government" and "statism" 
fall on deaf ears. 


The latest to sound warning is James F. Byrnes, former 


secretary of state. For the second time this year he has 
Bpoken out in opposition to what he considers the ruinous 
trend of present-day government. Yet there is slim likeli- 
hood Byrnes will win many converts. Those who will hail 
his speech are those who agreed with him before he made it. 


Byrnes said some pretty strong things. Examples: "Too 


many people are thinking of security instead of opportunity: 
They seem more afraid of life than of death . . . Big gov- 
ernment is more dangerous than big business. Little gov 
eminent can regulate big business ... but it is difficult to 
regulate big government." 


Yet even at best his words have a too familiar ring. They 


carry an echo of speeches long dead and forgotten. 


Imagine yourself possessed of the power to foresee the 


future and predict perhaps that we are indeed moving to- 
ward socialism. What could you say to the American peo- 
ple that might turn them into another path? 


The evidence up to now leads one to believe that no 


words will do the trick. If the United States is really be- 
coming socialistic, it begins to appear that the people are un- 
likely to take note of the fact or do anything about it until 
they have suffered some specific loss of freedom. Some par- 
ticular freedom, of course, that they cherish highly. 


In the pain of that loss, they may realize what is hap- 


pening to them in time to choke off the further growth of 
centralized power. Always assuming, naturally, that they 
do not want socialism. 


Meantime the warnings will go on—with about as much 


effect as follows from declarations in Moscow that the United 
States is bent upon war.

but in the view of many leaders in 
the field, the line of investigation 
now opened up offers more hope 
than anything which has developed 
in the past.

New York, Nov. 30—The pension plans now being negotiated be- 


tween the labor monopolies of the C. I. O. and a school of industrial 
managers who may be termed Fascists are imita- 
tions of the very systems of Mussolini and Hitler. 


It is a strange fact that Americans who loathe 


the name of Nazism heartily endorse the essentials 
of National Socialism, which is the formal name 
of Nazism. Our people never realized that Nazism, 
meaning Hitler'sm, actually was just State Social' 
ism under a strongly nationalistic government. 
That is what Nazism was, however, and the won- 
der is that a people who 10 ardently desire to live 
under Hitlerism ever could have been shoved into 
a war against Hitler. When we speak of de-Nazi- 
w«tbn»« 


fyinf the Germans and undertake to bar the Nazis forever from po- 
sitions of authority in the new, debased Germany, we present * con- 
temptible appearance to the German National Socialists, or NazU. 
They are not stupid. They are more intelligent politically than w« 
are. 


Hitler's system was copied from 


Mussolini's and Mussolini's was a 
system of paternal guardianship 
over the workers exercised by the 
unions and the industries together. 
It was a partnership of the unions 
and the operators of big industry, 
which were proteges of the gov- 
ernment. It worked well in big 
industry in Italy and, later, in 
Germany. 
By this system, the 


union an dthe industry, steel, for 
instance, make

ments under the general authority 
and direction of

government. 


Adds To Cost 


We have a good deal of this 


already in our country. For ex- 
ample, the United Auto Workers 
of the C.I.O., an enormous union 
of nonentities, makes an overhead 
deal with General Motors. 
To 


the company and the union bosses, 
the -individual worker is just a 
robot. The company doesn't want 
to be bothered with the hiring and 
firing and discipline and per- 
sonal problems of individuals. So 
it makes a contract with the 
bosses of the union to pay a cer- 
tain wage for certain work under 
certain conditions. If necessary, 
after a certain length of haggling, 
the company may agree to pen- 
sions and other 
"benefits" of 


Fascism or National Socialism or 
Nazism. It is simple enough to 
add the expense of this to the 
retail cost of the product. 


Under complete, ideal Fascism 


or Nazism, which is actuaDy the 
goal of all the big union monopo- 
lies, of many big industries and 
of the Truman administration, the 
worker eventually pays for his 
own "benefits" in the higher cost 
of everything he buys, from a 
haircut to a house. 
The people 


of the United States might like it. 
Certainly, those who express them- 
selves with the greatest emphasis 
through the election returns are 
red-hot Nazi-Fascists. They may 
not know it, but they are. 


In Italy, this system sagged and 


broke in the area of small industry 
and the menial services which, in 
a country that makes an impor- 
tant business of "tourism," is a 
big 
employer. 
Small 
industry 


hadn't the integrity, the stamina 
and "system" to 
keep all the 


books that Fascist "social bene- 
fits" required. Mussolini ran him- 
self ragged and built up an awful 
bureaucracy of tax-eating para- 
sites, trying to make his plan 
work. 


The unioni and 
management retained a fictitious 
existence, but actually they were 
agencies of the government. 


The government unions fought 


the government industrial man- 
agement for "social advantage*" 
for the workers and got them 
"benefits" which American un- 
ioneers are now clamoring for on 
behalf of American workers.

in

interests of the stockholders and 
won "victories" for them.

Hitlerism adopted in Great Britain 
recently. The latest development 
was the warning to the worken 
by their union bosses, who are 
actually political agents of the 
government rather than repre- 
sentatives of the workers, that 
they must not expect any raises 
in pay. When a union becomes a 
tool of a political party which is 
fighting to keep control of a 
country, it works for the party 
even to the 
detriment 
of 
the 


workers. Of course, we have seen 
the confiscation of industry in 
Britain, too, and by generally the 
same methods that Hitler used.

There is more, but that should 


be enough to give you a picture of 


how you look to your mother. 


It isn't a very pretty picture, is 


it? Of course, I haven't heard 
your side of the story. And you 
are bound to have a side.

New Wonder Drug-Neomycin-- 
Injections Cure Infections 


Philadelphia, Nov. 29—(AP)— 


Doctors at Pennsylvania hospital 
reported today one of science's 
newest "wonder" drugs—neomy- 
cin—has been given to humans for 
the first time. 


Tvvo male patients 
suffering 


from urinary tract infections were 
administered the drug, the hos- 
pital said, with complete cures 
affected after six days. 


Neomycin is a drug-brother of 


streptomycin. Both are made from 
the same material — a soil fungus 


"The drug had never been given 


to humans before," Dr. Garfield 
Duncan, who supervised the work. 
said. "It was administered suc- 
cessfully 
only on 
experimental 


animals. We weren't sure, and still 
aren't whether it would 
have 


harmful effects on humans." 


The two patients, both reported 


near death, agreed to nsk possible 
after-affects on chance the drug 
might work. 


The two who underwent success- 


ful 
neomycin 
treatment 
were 


Ralph Pitzer, 47-year-old Biglers- 
vUle, Pa, fruit grower, and Alfred 
Jones 64, of Philadelphia 


Pitzer, 
fighting a 105-degree 


fever, was given his first intra- 
muscular injection of neomycin 
Sept. 3. He showed immediate im- 
provement. 


Other injections were given at 


four-hour Intervals. 
Within 14 


hours, all signs of the germ had 
vanished. Injections were contin- 
ued for five more days at six- 
hour intervals. Pitzer said the 
only discomfort he 
experienced 


was at the point of injection. 


Today Pitzer is working regular- 


ly and taking no further medica- 
tion 


Jones first received treatment 


Sept. 15. Six days later neomycin 
injections were halted. 


Eight pharmaceutical firms are 


manufacturing neomycin but only 


in minute quantities because its 
final effect on humans is still not 
known.
